RHODE ISLAND GOVERNOR 
SIGNS 3 PCT. BEER MEASURES 


State No Longer to Arrest Brewers 
Who Are Still Subject to 
Federal Law. 

By the Associated Press. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 1. 
—As far as Rhode Island’s police 
officials are concerned, 3 per cent 
beer became legal today, and any- 
one manufacturing, transporting or 
possessiog liqunr for his own use 
can not be porsecuted under State 
law, as a result of the signing by 
Gov. Norman S. Case of two bills. 

As the new bills passed by the 
General /ssembly last week went 
into effect the Sherwood act, this 
State’s enforcement act since 1922, 
automatically was wiped off the 
books. 

In brief, the new State liquor 
laws do not exempt.any one. from 


terms of the national Volstead act, 
but insofar as State officials are 
concerned they define intoxicating 
liquors as those containing more 


than 3 per cent of. alcohol by 
weight, which is approximately 
3.75 per-cent by volume. The of- 


fenses under the new act will be 
“manufacture for sale, transporta- 
tion for sale, possession for sale, 
or sale of intoxicating liquors.”

FOR TAX ON SALES 


Sub-Group Proposes. Two 
Per. Cent Rate on Manu- 


factures, With Certain 
Necessaries Exempt. 


LEVY EXPECTED TO 
YIELD HALF BILLION 


More Revenue to Be Sought 
From Incomes, 
Possibly Electricity and 
Gasoline. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1, — A 
$500,000,000 annual levy on all 
manufactures except the necessaries 
of life will be incorporated in the 
new revenue law that is being 
drafted by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

A special subcommittee of the 
group yesterday gave its approval 
to the 2 per cent manufactures tax 
schedule. 

So long was the list of exemp- 
tions which it found necessary that 
the subcommittee decided to seek 
additional revenues through direct 
taxes on certain specific products. 
These still are to be chosen, or at 
least the committee selection has 
not been announced. Gasoline, 
electricity, industrial alcohol and 
petroleum imports have been Use 
der consideration. omy 

Exempted under the sched 
proved are raw foods, scha 
literature for’ the blind, farmers’ 
products, tec, sugar, coffee, milk. 
cheese, butter, fresh fish, seed and 
fertilizer; also newspapers and pe- 
riodicals. Clothing will. be taxed. 
as will all fancy and processed 
foods, and luxuries, 

The plan approved conforms gen- 
erally to the program drafted at 
the committee’s request by the 
Treasury taxation experts. 

Millions More Needed. 

Acting Chairman Crisp of the 
Ways and Mearis Committe’ § said 
the sales tax would not bring in 
the $600,000.000 at first expected. 
The exemptions, he said, would re- 
duce the yield to a little more than 
$500,000,000. 

“The Treasury's latest estimate 
is that $1,241,000,000 will be need- 
ed to balance the budget,” he said. 
“With the manufactures sales tax 
as the base, we stil! have to raise 
several hundred million dollars. 

“The subcommittee has decided 

to submit to the full committee 
without recommendation proposals 
for excise taxes on some industries, 
for with the proposed increases in 
inheritance, income and corporate 
taxes and the levying of a gift tax 
and the sales tax, there will .not 
be enough revenue to balance’the 
budget.” 
Crisp said the bill would’ contain 
several administrative changes de- 
signed to close loop-holes through 
which income and corporate tax 
payments have been evaded,

REPORT ON ‘LAME DUCK’ BILL 


Acceptance by Senate Certain; 36 
States Must Ratify Pian 
in Seven Years, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1:—The 
House today adopted the confer- 
ence report reconciling differences 
with the Senate on the proposed 
constitutional amendment to abol- 
ish the “lame~-duck” sessions of 
Congress. 
Only Senate acceptance of the 
report is needed to complete con- 
gressional action. This is virtually 
certain, the Senate having adopted 
the amendment seven times in nine 
years. 
President Hoover does not sign 
the resolution. It goes to the State 
Department to await ratification by 
36 States within seven years. The 
resolution provides for two inde- 
terminate sessions of Congress to 
begin on Jan. 3 each year. 
As finally approved, the measure 
permits a new Congress to take 
over responsibility for legislating 
two months after the biennial No- 
}vember elections, instead of 13 
months. Terms of Congressmen be- 
gin on Jan. 3 and of the President 
and Vice President on Jan. 20, in- 
stead of March 4 as at present.

ALIKE TO GLASS 


It’s Gambling Either Way, 
He 


Sales Gone Into.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—A 
sweeping Senate investigation of 
operations on the New Yor’ Stock 
Exchange during the years imme- 
diately before and after the crash 
seems assured, as a result of devel- 
opments in the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committe» today. The  in- 
quiry probably will cover the “bull’”’ 
market which preceded the crash, 
as well as the “bear” raids which 
have followed -c. 

At the close of an executive ses- 
sion Chairman Norheck (Rep.), 
South Dakota, announced the ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee 
which will determine whether 

‘ Congress has authority to regulate 
activities on the exchange, amd 
draft a tentative resolution asking 
the Senate for authority to make 
the inquiry. 

Norbeck said some member of 
the committee behind closed doors 
had questioned the power of Con- 
gress to legislate on the subject, 
but it was the consensus that its 
authority under the Interstate 
Commerce clause vf the Constitu- 
tion is ample. He added that.a 
majority agreed that an investiga- 
tion was imperative.

“Will it be jimited to the . sub- 
ject of short-selling?” he was 
asked. “It will be broader than 
that.» I think we will go into all 
the. abuses of the exchange,” he 
replied. 

“It is rather difficult to draw 
any moral distinction between bet-

| betting that it vill go-lower,”’ in- 
terjected Senator Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia.

If this view prevails in the com- 
mittee, a fight will impend on the 
floor of the Senate.

On the other hand, many Démo- 
crats and Progressive Republicans 
believe that the. “bulls” who ran 
the price of stocks up to unprece 
dented heights in 1928-29, are 
equally guilty with those who have 
made profits by keeping them 
down lately. ; 

Subcommittee Members. 

The subcommittee chosen today 
to draft a resolution comprises 
Sanators Walcott (Rep.), Connecti- 
cut: Buckley (Dem.), Ohio, and 
Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon. They will 
meet tomorrow, and expect to make 
a report to the full committee ina 
few days. 

The decision to close .the doors 
followed a half hour of confused 
public discussion over the question 
of hearing William R. Perkins, 
New York attorney. who has been 
advocating a legal curb on short 
selling. 

Chairman Vurbeck had _ invited 
T’erkins to appear at this prelimi- 
nary hearing to tell the committee 
why short selling should be inves- 
tigated. But although Perkins was 
present when the session opened, 
Norbeck was not, and some mem- 
bers objected ‘“‘to hearing from 
the bulls without giving the. bears 
their inning.” 

“So far as I am concerned,” re- 
marked Senator Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, “I am willing to lsten 
to all the animals.” 

Senator Watson’s Suggestion. 

“But I don’t see,” objected Sen- 
ator Watson (Rep.), Indiana, “how 

(we can hold an investigation to dé- 
‘termine whether we are going to 
hold an investigation, If we are ge- 
ing to investigate, lek us first get 
authority, then we can hear Mr. 
Perkins.” 

“Rut I haven't any opinion .as 
to whether we should investigate,” 
Barkley replied. “If Mr. Perkins 
can throw light on that subject, I 
would like to hear him before I 
vote.” 

“The trouble about that is that 
he might convince us we should 
investigate only the bears, whereas 
I am not sure that the bulls are 
not just as guilty,” said Blaine 
(Prog.-Rep.), Wiscongin. 

“T assume we want to ascertain 
who is responsible for the stock 
market panic, regardless of bulls 
or bears,”’ Barkley observed. 

“It seems to me that we had bet- 
ter go into ‘executive session to 
make up our minds,” Senator Glass 
(Dem,), Virginia, remarked dryly.

Whether Diplomacy 


View Actions as Strategy to Determine 


or Arms Is Better 


Means of Fastening Hold on Manchuria.

WASHINGTON, March 1. — In 
seeking a reason for Japan’s appeal 
to the League of Nations for a’ neu- 
tral zone at Shanghai, Washing- 
ton military experts today looked 
to the Orient and then to Geneva, 
and took the cynical view that Ja- 
pan is using the league and Shang- 


jhai as pawns in an involved Man- 


churian strategy. 

The experts are convinced that 
Japan received more than she bar- 
gained for at Shanghai. What was 
planned as a minor: skirmish be- 
came a major operation. 

From a purely tactical stand- 
point, military experts say, Japan 
greatly underestimated the Chi- 
nese position at Shanghai. They 
compare the landing of Japanese 
forces on the Shanghai Peninsula 
with Winston Churchill's ill-fated 
Gallipoli campaign during the 
World War. 
The experts, who have great re- 
spect for the Japanese war ma- 
chine, believe that the Japanese 
strategy is to determine whether 
diplomacy or military strength is 
the better means of increasing 
power in the kar East. 

Could’ Win Temporary Victory. 
The Japanese forees at Shang- 
hai, the military men say, are ina 
precarious position:- The Chinese 
have shown. unexpected . strength, 
and Japan must decide whether @ 


” 


‘military victory at Shanghai would 


be worth the cost. The experts 
agree that Japan could win at 
least a temporary victory on the 
peninsula if she were willing to 
pay the cost in men and money 
and to risk affronting the United 
States and the League of Nations. 
Gen. Henry J. Reilly, authority 
on military strategy, said today 
that Japan had two courses before 
her at Shanghai: She could either 
try to negotiate out of a position 
that had proved more difficult and 
costly than she had expected, or 
she could try for a victory to “save 
face.” Japan’s problem, accord- 
ing to Gen. Reilly, is to determine 
which is the more advantageous 
course. 7 

“The Shanghai expedition,” he 
said, “was undertaken as a.minor 
engagement to teach the boycot- 
ters a lesson. Japan, I am _  con- 
vinced, did not intend to put a 
large force so far away from Man- 
churia. The question *now is 
whether Japan wants to divert 
troops from Manchuria to gain a 


‘victory at Shanghai. 


Japanese Mistakes. 
“Japan underestimated the lead- 
ership, the morale and the equip- 
ment of the Shanghai defenders. 
She had had experience with the 
Chinese mercenaries in Manchuria 
and apparently believed that the 
Chinese in the more southern prov- 
inces were like the feudal forces 


of Manchuria. That was her first 
mistake. 

“Japan’s second mistake was in 
trying to capture Shanghai, pro- 
tected by forts, with ships. The 
third mistake was to attempt to 
fight land battles with sailors in- 
stead v- soldiers. Later she brought 
up trained land forces, but instead 
of unloading sufficient men fof a 
decisive victory, she brought them 
up in small detachments. Then, 
from a strictly military point of 
view, she erred when she restricted 
her operations to the so-called neu- 
tral zone and did not attack with 
land forces from the right or left 
flank. That would have been a 
simple operation, since Shanghai is 
on a peninsula and Japan has the 
boats to tra) sport and land troops. 

‘“T am convinced that in the past 
Japan had no intention of making 
Shanghai a major operation. The 
troops she landed there were not 
up to their wartime ctrength. They 
used no heavy art.llery concentra- 
tion for a real infantry attack, and 
full use was not made of esta 
naval yower.’ 

Could Send Big Army. 

Replying to questions, Reilly 
said he did not think that the fail- 
ure to capture Sh. nghai had seri- 
ously affected the morale of the 
Japanese troops, His comment wae 
that Japan probably was using ex- 
perienced men for the operation, 
and that, while raw troops might 
be discouraged by an unsuccessful 
campaign, trained troops were like- 
ly to fight more dceggedly, after the 
first failures. 

Reilly did not think that Japan 
at Shanghai had her “back to the 
sea”’ in the sense that the British 
troops had their “back to the wall” 
in the World War. He pointed out 
that, if necessary, Japan could call 
out a reserve army of more than a 
million trained men. If the situa- 
tion at Shanghai became as desper- 
ate as was that of the British, these 
troops could be rushed to the 
peninsula for crushing flank at- 
tacks. 

Attempt to Divert Attention. 

Other Washington observers saw 
in the Shanghai fighting an at- 
tem, t by Tokio to divert world at- 
tention from M~-nchuria, where 
Japan apparently is following a 
definite imperial policy of much 
greater possible consequences than 
the drive against Shanghai. One 
observer pointed out that, during 
the Manchurian campaign, the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office usually was 
giving assurances to the League.of 
Nations just at the time that the 
Japanese War Office was taking 
more cities in Manchuria. Hé haz- 
arded the guess that the latest ap- 
peal to the League might be the 
forerunner either of a smashing 
victory at Shanghai or a coup in 
Manchuria.

Idzumo and 4 Oi R Rocked but 
Unharmed by Blasts in 


Whangpoo River at 
Shanghai.

SHANGHAI, March i.-—The 
City of Shang... was shaken 
this afternoon when two mines ex- 
ploded close to two Japanese war- 
ships in the Whangpoo River. In- 
habitants of the Internatjonal Set- 
tlement rushed into the _ streets, 
thinking there had been an éarth- 
quake, as the explosion was not 
clearly heard. The ships were the 
flagship Idzumo and the cruiser Oi. 
They were unharmed. Shortly af- 
terward Japanese sailors left the 
Idzumo in an armed launch, pro- 


connected with the explosion. 

It seemed likely that the Japa- 
nese battlefront would be extended 
to include the surface and the 
depths of the Whangpoo which yes- 
terday was declared by the Japa- 
nese to be international water, fol- 
lowing a request of the Powers 
that the flagship Idzumo be re- 
moved from there. 

The mines were “time” blasts, 
according to naval officials aboard 
the Idzumo, They were not close 
enough, officials said, to do dam- 
age. The Japanese said the ships, 
as a result, would not change their 
location. 

The mines apparently were laid 
deep in the river, directly in the 
center “of the stream, through 
which shipping from all parts of 
the world, including passenger lin- 
ers from everywhere passes. They 
were so powerful they § threw 
streams of water 50 yards into the 
air. 

The first blast rocked the 
Idzumo. A few minutes later a 
similar blast burst within 50 yards 
of the cruiser Oi. ‘The cruiser was 
rocked. The blast was only a short 
distance from the American flag- 
ship Houston. The British flag- 
ship, the cruiser Kent, lay on the 
opposite shore of the Whangpoo 
from the Japanese cruiser Oi. The 
Italian flagship Libia was anchored 
a short distance below the Kent.

Early today the Foreign Office 
spokesman had reiterated that a 
Chinese evacuation of a 12%-mile 
zone around Shanghai was an ab- 
solute prerequisite of any truce. 
The Foreign Office then. had not 
heard from the Japanese delega- 
tion at Geneva. 
At Shanghai. peace efforts were 
begun Sunday on the flagship Kent 
of Vice Admirai Sir Howard Kelly, 
‘commander of the British naval 
forces in Asiatic waters. 
The terms offered by the Chi- 
nese at Sunday’s conference at 
Shanghai were “entirely unaccept- 
able” by Japan, the spokesman 
said, and the Government was 
awaiting further proposals from 
the Chinese. Mamoru Shigemitsu, 
Japanese Minister to China, has 
been given wide powers for nego- 
tiations, he said, and it fs not nec- 
essary that he refer any terms to 
Tokio for approval. 
It was learned that, although the 
memorandum to the Japanese 
delegation circulated at Geneva 
yesterday disclaimed any intention 
of proposing a netitral zone at 
Shanghai, the Government here be- 
lieves that some such arrangément 
is necessary for a satisfactory solu- 
tion.

League Headquarters. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, March 1.—Japanese 
acceptance of the. League of Na- 
tions plan for an international con- 
ference at Shanghai to end the Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict there was 
formally presented to Sir John Si- 
mon of the League of Nations 
Council tonight by Tsuneo Matsu- 
daira, the Japanese delegate. 

Sir John urged upon Matsudai- 
ra, who is also Japanese Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, the necessity 
of putting an immediate stop to 
hostilities, and Matsudaira prom- 
ised to do his utmost to secure ces- 
sation of the fighting. 

Naotake Sato, another Japanese 
delegate, communicated the Japa- 
nese acceptance of the League plan 
to Joseph Paul-Boncour of France. 
who originally had proposed it. 

The Japanese and Chinese dele- 
gates to the League of Nations 
Council last night accepted a pro- 
posal for truce at Shanghai and an 
international conference to arrange 
terms for a final settlement of the 
conflict. 

The United States, Great Britain, 
France and Italy—as well as Japan 
and China—participated in this new 
move, 

Naotake Sato and Dr. W. W. Yen, 
Japanese and Chinese Council dele- 
gates, gave their support to the 
peace project and promised to rec- 
|}ommend its immediate acceptance 
by their Governments. 

A final paragraph of the plan 
said that it was “aimed at the im- 
mediate re-establishment of reace 
in the Shanghai area _ without 
prejudice to, or qualificatton of, 
any position previously taken up 
by the League of Nations or any 
Power in Chinese-Japanese af- 
fairs.” 

It was understood this was added 
at the request of the American 
Government that its hands might 
be left free in regard to the United 
States policy already enunciated 
concerning Manchuria and other 
phases of the Far Eastern prob- 
lem. 


Acceptance in I‘rinciple Announced 
by Japanese in Washington.

WASHINGTON, March 1:—Tokio 
notified the Japanese Embassy here 
today that it has accepted in prin- 
ciple the armiatice plan arranged in 
Geneva, and negotiations will be 
continued at Shanghai between mil- 
itary officers of the contending 
Powers to prepare the actual docu- 
ment, which must be signed before 
hostilities can be stopped.

DEDUCTION SOUGHT 
ON RANSOM PAID 


Ruling Awaited on Plea of 
C. W. Pershall, Granite 
City, Who Gave $40,000 
to Kidnaping Gang. — 


Whether ransom paid to kidnap- 
ers may be listed for exemption in 
income tax returns is a question 
now before the Internal Revenue 
Commissioner at Washington. 

The point has been raised by the 
tax return of Charles W. Pershall, 
wealthy Granite City grocer and 
banker who was kidnaped in Feb- 
ruary, 1930, and released later on 


payment of $40,000 ransom. Filed 
with Collector O. G. Addleman at 
Springfield, Ill., the return was dis- 
approved by him on thé basis of the 
exemption claimed by reason of the 
ransom payment, and was forward- 
ed to Washington for final judg- 
ment by the department. 

The Pershall return was the first 
of its kind ever received at Spring- 
field and no precedents were avail- 
able on which to base a ruling. Ad- 
dleman made his decision on the 
ground that no provision of law or 
department regulations covered the 
claim. 

First Such Claim Anywhere. 

So far as Addleman was able to 
determine, no such claim has ever 
been made before in other districts, 
so the decision of the Commission- 
er will set a precedent for guidance 
in receiving the returns of others 
of the numerous victims of kidnap- 
ings during the last two years. | 

Pershall disappeared on Feb. 19, 
1930, while on his way to the Elks’ 
Club in Granite City to play cards. 
The police, unable to get full de- 
tails from the family, learned he 
had been released after 46 hours in 
the hands of his captors. 

On Feb. 25, questioning of George 
O. Blockburger, Granite City pro- 
fessional bondsman, real estate 
dealer and friend of Pershall, drew 
from him a full account of the ran- 
som negotiations and the method of 
payment of the $40,000. 

Blockburger declared the kid- 
napers got in touch with him by 
telephone, withholding their iden- 
tity, and that after he had notified 
the family and its attorney, the ab- 
ductors had called his office sev- 
eral more times, giving him an op- 
portunity to talk to Pershal] him- 
self. 


$50,000 First Demanded. 


The kidnapers demanded $50,000, 
while Pershall protested he could 
pay only $15,000. Finally $40,000 
was agreed on, Blockburger said. 
He related that he obtained the 
money, then awaited a call. When 
it came the caller directed him to 
drive to the outskirts of Granite 
City. 

A man met him there, he con- 
tinued, and told him to go to St. 
Louis over the Free Bridge. On the 
way across, he said, a man pulled 
alongside in a car and told him to 
go to Seventh street and Chouteau 
avenue. There, he continued, an- 
other car pulled up beside him as 
he parked, and a man in the car 
said, “Give me the money.” He 
declared he handed over the mgney 
and the man and his companion 
drove south on Seventh boulevard. 
Later the family was notified 
Pershall was in Fort Worth, Tex., 
on a business trip, from which he 
returned a week later.

“Field Days” for Interested Per- 
sous to Be Held on March 
22 and 23,

JEFFERSON CITY, March 1.— 
General hearings on the question of 
whether real estate tax assessments 
in Missouri shall be reduced for 
1932 taxes will be held here on 
March 22 and 23 before the State 
Board of Eq''alization for both the 
opponents and proponents of re- 
ductions.

FEDERAL SALE OF ‘BABY BONDS’ 
CALLED BLOW TO SMALL BANKS 


Congressman Lozier of Missouri 
Says Money Will Be Taken 
From Rural Districts. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
Federal Government’s plan to sell 
“baby bonds” was described yes- 
terday by Representative Lozier 
(Dem.), Missouri, as “another 
punch below the belt” that “the 
administration is getting ready to 
give to the small banks.” 

“For 10 years these banks have 
been mercilessly exploited by the 
big city banks with the full knowl- 
edge and tacit approval of the ad- 
ministration,” he told the House, 
adding: 

“Secretary Mills has announced 
that the issue of these bonds will 
be ‘unlimited.’ That is te say, 
they will not only be offered to the 
so-called hoarders, but all classes 
of investors will have an opportu- 
nity to purchase. This really means 
that people who are not now hoard- 
ers but who have misgivings as to 
the general banking situation will 
be attracted by these Government 
securities and notwithstanding the 
low interest rate will be tempted 
to withdraw their savings or other 
deposits and invest the proceedings 
in baby bonds. 

“The net result of the Hoover- 
Mills plan will be to withdraw from 
rural communities milfions of dol- 
lars that are now so badly needed 
to strengthen banks.”’ 


EPISCOPAL BISHOPS ‘AND 
WORKERS’ PAY CUT 10 PCT. 


Action Taken to Help Meet $1,- 
000,000 Deficit in the 1932 
Budget. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEV. YORK, March 1.—The 
Times says Presiding Bishop James 
de Wolf Perry’and other Bishops 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
have accepted a 10 per cent salary 
cut along with the d-nomination’s 
3500 workers throughout the-world 
to meet a $1,000,000 deficit in the 
1932 budget. 

In Massachusetts 3v0 Episcopal 
clergymen also are contributing 
$30,000 to the deficiency fund 
through salary cuts, the paper says. 

So far the $4,225,000 budget has 
been ,ared by $600,000, leaving a 
deficit of $400,000 still to be met. 
A special meeting of the House of 
Bishops has been called for April 
26-28 to consider the remaining 
deficit. In the case of the Right 
Rev. Mr. Perry, the salary cut will 
amount to $1500 a year. 

Coincidentally, the Times reports 
that the Methodist and Presbyte- 
rian churches have experienced a 
drop in receipts and were retrench- 
ing. The Methodist Chur:-h is re- 
ported not to have resorted to sal- 
ary cuts, but the Presbyterian 
Board of National Missions, facing 
a possible deficit of some $250,000, 
has cut salaries all along the line.

Chairman Payne Says Hoover 
Community Chest Plan Ap- 
plied Only to Cities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1— 
Chairman John Barton Payne of 
the American Red Cross told the 
House Agriculture Committee to- 
day that the President's plan for 
raising community chest funds for 
unemployed left the rural areas 
without, organized help and that 
his organization was lending a 
hand. 

“The President's plan for raising 
community chest funds applied 
only to cities of 25,000 and over,” 
Payne said. “It left the rural 
areas without any organized help. 
We felt that was a very large order 
for the Red Cross, but we sent out 
field representatives and organized 
these areas. 

“We have been carrying on such 
organizations in 1850 couhties in 
every state. That is about half the 
country.” 

A Seante bill to release 40,000,000 
bushels of Governmem wheat to 
the Red Cross for relief distribu- 
tion was approved today by the 
committee by a 15-to-6 vote. The 
action reversed a previous rejection 
of the measure, 14 to 9. 

The bill was amended to provide 
that part of the wheat may be used 
for livestock feeding in areas in 
which crops had failed. This ap- 
plies particularly to the Dakotas, 
Nebraska, Montana, Iowa, Wyom- 
ing, Colorado and New Mexico.

Unable to Earn Dividend. 

The » principal factor leading to 
receivership lay in the inability of 
Fox Film Corporation to earn 
enough money with which to main- 
tain its dividend on the common 
stock. The Clarke company held 
more than 2,000,000 shares of the 
film company stock and 150,000 
shares of Fox Theaters Co. stock. 
Clarke explained that the receiver- 
ship for General Theaters Co., Inc., 
would not affect any of its con- 
trolled companies. 

**As the General Theaters Equip- 
ment, Inc., is a holding and non- 
operating company, none of the 
companies in which General Thea- 
ters Equipment, Inc., has control- 
ling -holdings is adversely affcct- 
ed by these receivership p¥foceed- 
ings. These companies, other than 
the Fox interest, are: Internation- 
al Projector Corporation, National 
Theater Supply Co., J. E.. McAuley 
Manufacturing Co., Theater Equip- 
ment Acceptance Corporation, 
Strong Electric Co., Ashcraft Auto- 
matic Arc Co., Hall & Connolly, J. 
M. Wall Machine Co., Fearless 
Camera Co.,and the Cinema Build- 
ing Corporation. 

Clarke attributed the present 
plight of General Theaters Equip- 
ment, Inc., to the dwindling of mo- 
tion picture receipts—particularly 
the theater divisions. The com- 
pany’s interests, while inclusive of 
motion picture production divisions 
as well as theater exhibition divi- 
sions, suffered their greatest losses 
through the reduction of theater 
admissions. He said that the mo- 
tion picture business was holding 
its own at present, and he expressed 
confidence in its long term out- 
look. 

General ‘Theaters Equipment, 
Inc., had on Dec. 31, he said, a 
total of $55,000,000 notes payable 
and other obligations. Chase, Na- 
tional Bank, which obtained large 
banking interest in the Fox com- 
panies, was thought to hold a sub- 
stantial part of the company’s bank 
loans.. 

Earnings of General Theaters 
Equipment, Inc., in 1931, showed a 
loss of about $900,000 exclusive of 
the $2.200,000 received in  divi- 
dends during the year from ss 
holdings of Fox Film Corporation 
stock. These dividends weré 2is- 
continued in the last half of the 
year. 

Clarke said that work was being 
hastened on a plan for the eariy 
reorganization of General Theatcrs 
Equipment, Inc... Committees have 
been formed to represent the com- 
pany’s bondholders and the pre- 
ferred stockholders headed resper- 
tively by Arthur W. Loasby, presi- 
dent of the Equitable Trust Co., 
since merged with Chase Nafional, 
and John W. Prentiss of Hornblow- 
er & Weeks. . 

“The interest on the large in- 
debtedness of the corporation cre- 
ated mainly in connection with fi- 
nancing of: the pyrchase of Fox 
A and B stocks cannot be paid 
while those stocks are unable to 
pay dividends.”’ he said in explain- 
ing the need for reorganization.

The Lewer Market Street Im- 
prevement Association was formed 
yesterday, at a meeting at the 
American Hotel, to seek quick 
action by the city in carry'ng out 
the widening and paving of Market 
stret. About 15 persons were 
present, ciecting Albert F. Schmidt, 
(on investment broker, president, 
ahd Henry J. McNichols, a furni- 
ture dealer, secretary. The asso- 
dlation will invite the Board of 
HMetimate and Apportionment to 
meet with it next Friday. 

MeNichols declared the city 
should advance the monéy for 
damages for praperty to be taken 
from the bond revolving fund, to 
facilitate action. He said the 
Blanke Real Estate Co., owning 
property at the southeast corner of 
Seventh and Market streets, had 
lost $72,000 in rent and abeut 
$78,000 in taxes and inauranceé it 
had to carry in the last four years 
because of delay in the improve- 
ment. Property owners had not 
been able ‘to give leases and thus 
had lost tenants, he explained. 

Condemnation proceedings for 
the widening have been brought 
virtually to conclusion, but the city 
is awaiting payment of the net 
damages into court by the Greater 
St. Louis Corporation, which dis- 
counts benefit tax bills in street 
widenings. Counsel for the cor- 
poration is engaged in the slow 
task of checking numerous legal 
details but a spokesman for the 
company said it was hoped the 
money could be paid soon. At the

GLENN DEFENDS WILKERSON 
INJUNCTION IN RAIL STRIKE 


Illinois Senator Testifies at Hear- 
ing on Chicago Judge’s Nomi- 
nation to U. > a Court.

WASHINGTON, “March 1.—The 


injunction issued by Judge James 
H. Wilkerson of Chicago in the 
railway shonpmen’s strike of 1922 
was defended today by Senator 
Glenn (Rep.), Illinois, before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee consid- 
ering Wilkerson’s nomination to 
the Circuit Court. Glenn read ex- 
tracts from bulletins issued to the 
striking workmen by labor heads 
asserting that their effect “must 
have been to incite violence.” 

Organized labor has protested 
that Wilkerson is prejudiced 
against unions, citing the injunc- 
tion he issued in the shopmen’s 
strike. | 

Chairman Borah of the subcom- 
mittee asked Glenn for evidence of 
violence justifying issuance of the 
injunction. Glenn read one bulle- 
tin which said “No one has a right 
to scab as long as there is a pool 
of water deep enough to drown him 
in or a rope long enough to hang 
his carcass with.’” He asserted that 
this was issued at a time when 
there there was “an inflamed sit- 
uation with violence already preva- 
lent.’’ 

The committee recessed until 
next Tuesday, when a delegation 
from the Chicago Bar Association 
will appear to reply to labor's 
charges that an injunction issued by 
Wilkerson against the Chicago Mu- 
S Union in 1928 was unwar- 


ranted. 


TEAR UNION JACK TO PIECES 


Reprisal for Government Refusal 
© Let Red Dragon Fly on 

St. David’s Day. 
By the Associated Press. 

CARNARVON, Wales, March 1. 
—Welsh Nationalist students today 
hauled down the Union Jack from 
historic Carnarvon Castle and tore 
it to shreds in the market place. 

Their action was a reprisal for 
the Government’s refusal.to accede 
to the Welsh Nationalist request 
that the Red Dragon flag of Wales. 
should fly over the castle. today, 
St. David's day. 

The students climbed the tower 
in the early morning and pulled 
down the Union Jack and nailed 
the Red. Dragon to the mast, but 
officials later rehoisted the Union 
Jack. The students made another 
attempt and this time they seized 
the Union Jack, carried it in a 
procession through the town, and 
tore it to pieces in the market. 

A number of ex-service men 
looked on the proceedings and ex- 
pressed resentment at this treat- 
ment of the British national flag. 
At one time it looked as if a fight 
would develop between the two 
groups, but the excitement subsided 
when the students returned to 
Bangor, their home.

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| THE CITY AND TRANSPORTATION. 

It’ bas taken > sto rationalize the local trans 
portation problem and bring it out in its proper 
relation both to the and fatare. The survey 
of the situation in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch illus 
trates how the necessities of the community have at 
last taken precedencé over every other consideration 
and forced the Board of Aldermen and its special 
Transportation Committee to adopt the principle of 
public ownership. 

The situation, as shown in the article, is this: 
Transportation in the city is in the process ofa 
transition which makes it extremely doubtful if there 
will be any use for street cars in the near — future. 
Development of the bus has progressed so far that 
the street railway company itself is progressively 
abandoning street cars and substituting busses. In 
considering the problem, the Board of Aldermen is 
therefore compelled to judge the value of the street 
car system in the light of what there will be left 
of it, if anything, in another 10 years. 

There are now about 900 street cars in the city; 
with a total of 64,000 seats. The newest busses in use 
in the city carry 40 passengers. The number of seats 
available in all the street cars, busses and service 
cars now operating in the streets is approximately 
72,800. Thus 1820 busses of the new type would pro 
vide the same number of seats. They would cost 
some $20,000,000, or about $21,000 each. Is this the 
transportation of the future in St. Louis? As emi- 
nent an authority as Emile Jayot, director of the 
huge local transportation system of Paris, thinks so. 
He said in the Post-Dispatch in June, 1929: 

I think the only solution for a city the size and 
type of St. Louis is to scrap its trolleys, except, 
perhaps in the outskirts, and replace them with a 
fleet of low-awung, six-wheeled motor busses 
carrying from 60 to 70 persons. 

This is also the opinion of Richard W. Meade, 
a nationally known expert on motor bus operation 
and formerly manager of the People’s Motorbus Co., 
of St. Louls. Under his management the People’s 
Motorbus Co. issued a pamphlet, from which the 
following is quoted: 

Until recently it has been generally contended 
by street car. men that street cars alone dan 
handle surface mass transportation. This idea 
requires serious modification, for it is demon- 
strable that large capacity busses can and “Wo 
handie mass traneportation effectively. Street 
cars have never been able to handle mags trans- 
portation profitably except by carrying large 
standing loads. This is an impediment to com- 
fort and a deficiency of service. 

Mr. Meade’s pamphlet related that in 1925 motor 
busses in London carried 1,671,000,000 passengers. 
This was more than 50 per cent of all the local busi- 
ness in London, and it is more passengers than were 


carried in that year by the New York City subway 


system. 

Two major bus lines are already operating in St. 
Louis. They are the Gravois and Vandeventer lines. 
In the Gravois service there are 18 new 40-passenger 
busses, and a lesser number of busses is substitut- 
ing for the former street car line on Vandeventer. 
The Gravois busses make the run from Ninth and 
Chestnut to Gravois and Grand in 15 minutes. An- 
other line of busses runs from Hi-Pointe, at the 
southwest corner of Forest Park, to Sixth and Wash- 
ington avenue in 32 minutes. At a time when it has 
become hazardous for the people to go into the 
center of a street to catch a street car, these bus lines 
also offer the physical safeguard of loading and un- 
loading at the curb. 

What, then, is the city to do? The Transportation 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, consisting of 13 
of the 29 members of the board, has accepted the 
suggestion made by its counsel, Cleveland A. New- 
ton, that the city should own and operate its own 
transportation system; but it has yet to determine 
what the new transportation system shall be, and just 
what practical proposal for acquiring it shall: be 
placed before the people. The board will create an- 
other small special committee for the purpose of 
answering these questions. The Post-Dispatch article 
shows that if the city should decide upon an all-bus 
system, the investmént, including provision for a pos- 
sible 20 per cent intrease in business, should not ex- 
ceed $30,000,000. 

Mr. Newton estimated that a modern transporta- 
tion system could be operated by the municipality 
at an operating profit of ‘$7,000,000 in round 
numbers. He used the revenue figures of the PubHe 
Service Co. and People’s Motorbus Co. He estimated 
$597,000 of the sum would derive from the elimina- 
tion of service cars. The street car company paid the 
city $1,410,000 taxes in 1930. A municipal system 
would not have to pay any taxes unless the author- 
ities so elected. If the city made an operating profit 
of $7,000,000 on a $30,000,000 investment, paid 5 per 
cent interest on the investment, put $1,500,000 aside 
annually in a sinking fund, and still paid $1,400,000 
a year taxes, it would have an approximate net bal- 
ance of $2,600,000 a year. If $1,600,000 of this profit 
were devoted to progressive improvement of the 
service, there would remain $1,000,000 a year net 
profit to add to the city’s general revenues frem an 
entirely new source. This contribution would 
progressively increase as the $30,000,000 investment 
was reduced by the sinking fund. 

Such is the rationalization of a problem which, as 
our Sunday article stated, has been on the doorstep 
of the City Hall since 1926. In those six years the 
effort to renew the franchises of the dying street car 
system, which would have meant nothing’ for trans- 
portation, spent its force and at last found the 
Aldermen turning to the principle of public owner- 
ship, From this time on, the matter should move 
rapidly, The city urgently needs a modern trans- 
portation system. Thanks to the enterprise of the 
Board of Aldermen, it soon can get it. 
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A CHANCE FOR A GATEWAY PARK. 

The city has an opportunity to develop its most 
attractive gateway, at Chain of Rocks, by extend- 
ing the park that surrounds the municipal water. 
works to the vicinity of the bridgehead and the 
terminus of State Highway No. 77. Some of the 
surroundings at this point are unsightly now, but 
it would be easy anc comparatively inexpensive to 
acquire and landscape several acres between the Mis- 
sissippi river and the bluft back of Riverview drive. 
Funds might be taken from the considerable balance 
still available in @ park bond item or from the sur- 
Pius of-the Water Division. : 

Traffic entering and leaving the city at this place 
Will be greatly @nhanced when the State completes 
the paving of Highway No. 77 from Chain of Rocks to 
St. Charlies road this’ year. At. present, the slab 
reaches to the city limits on top of the bluff. The 
city should adopt every means to push to an early 


completion the condemnation suit for a short piece

of right-of-way to bring the road down to Riverview 


drive. In'a secluded valley back of the binff, in St. 
Louis County, there are some areas of fine old wood- 
land. If some means could be found to add them 
to the suggested park, the development would be al) 
the more valuable to the community. 

Incidentally, at some time in the future, the city, 
acting perhaps with other governmental units, may 
wish to take advantage of the clause in the Chain 
of Rocks toll bridge franchise, providing for public 
acquisition of the crossing. 


ECONOMY IN EDUCATION. 

‘Gov. Caulfield, confronted by a State revenue 
shrinkage of almost $5,000,000 for.the 1931-32 bien- 
nium, announced last fall that Missouri insti- 
tutions of higher education would have to operate 
on budgets 26 per cent below appropriations, along 
with the other departments. This decision, a severe 
blow to the University and other schools, tesulted in 
protests both from President Williams and from 
citizens over the State interested in maintaining high 
scholastic standards. 4 

It is interesting now to note what President Hoover 
thinks of economizing in these hard-pressed times 
in the support given to educational institutions. Re- 
ferring particularly to public schools in a letter to 
Dr. Milton Chase Potter of Milwaukee, Mr. Hoover 
says that “however the national economy may vary,” 
their undiminished financial support should be “the 
very first obligation upon the national resources.” 
He then continues, “We cannot afford to lose any 
ground in education. * That is neither economy nor 
good government.” 

Missouri, it seems, is destined to lose ground in 
education, even though its University alreddy stands 
ninth in financial support in the 11 states of the 
Missouri Valley. Dismissal July 1 of 15 of the 39 
members of the University’s agricultural extension 
service staff was ordered last week. Salary reduc- 
tions and dismissals among the faculty in general are 
considered likely this fall. Forty per cent, or 160, 
fewer crippled children will be treated at the Uni- 
versity this year, to save $12,000. It is proposed to 
discontinue the summer session for teacher-training 
at Rolla. Student fees at the University and School 
of Mines have been sharply increased. 

Progress in other functions of the State, slowed 
down for economy’s sake, may be resumed later, 
when more funds are available. But economy in 
education inflicts a damage on the student bodies 
which cannot be remedied. It is unfortunate that 
Missouri's economies seem fated to be at the expense 
of education. That, we agree with Mr. Hoover, “is 
neither economy nor good government.” 
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QUESTION. 

Since his presidential boom started, a number of 
Republican papers have been asking Speaker Garner 
whether he is wet or dry, and Senator Moses con- 
cludes a characteristic outburst with the same in- 
quiry.

DAUGHERTY AND JUDGE WILKERSON. 

Former Attorney-General Daugherty  boastfully 
takes full credit in his book for the notorious injunc- 
tion which Judge Wilkerson issued against the strik- 
ing railway shopmen in 1922. The reader learns that 
Daugherty conceived the strike to be the work of 
Moscow and, after a conference with President Hard- 
ing, hopped on a train for Chicago, where he forth- 
with secured an injunction in the court of Judge Wil- 
kerson, whom he shortly before had recommended for 
the Federal bench. That the injunction was one of 
the most sweeping ever issued gave Mr. Daugherty 
distinct pleasure. That it set aside basic guarantees 
of the Constitution gave him no concern. He now 
holds himself before the people as the savior of the 
country when it stood, literally at the edge of the 
precipice. 

All of this would be of little moment now did it 
not have.a bearing on the nomination by President 
Hoover of Judge Wilkerson for the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Should Judge Wilkerson take cover in the 
admission that Mr. Daugherty’s story is true, he re- 
veals himself in a light no less favorable. He might 
well have distinguished himself by refusing to grant 
any such un-American demand. It seems to us that 
not enough attention has been accorded the appoint- 
ment of Judge Wilkerson and, for that matter, that 
of Kenneth Mackintosh. The Senate should allow 
nothing to gloss over the nomination of these unfit 
candidates. 

Both Republican and Democratic parties have gone 
on record in their platforms against abuse of the 
injunction. How, then, can either a Democratic or a 
Republican Senator vote to promote in the Federal 
judiciary a man who grossly abused it?

& host of smaller cities have found radio direction 
of police cars reduced their crime toll, increased 
capture of criminals and added to the total of con- 
victions. New York has not been oblivious to the 
innovation, but dallied with putting it in effect. 
Police Commissioner Enright purchased receiving 
sets while in office, and Commissioner Whalen,. his 
successor, vainly sought an appropriation to put them 
to use. It required a series of spectacular crimes, 
including the fatal shooting of two children in gang 
forays last year, to stimulate the city to introduce the 
system. With police cars definitely directed through 
the ether instead of cruising aimlessly, New York 
will have the same experience as other cities in 
greater law-enforcing efficiency.

A Breadline View of New York City 


Unemployed in metropolis now so numerous that they don’t feel like outcasts; plenty 
. Of free entertainment, but food and shelter are more of a problem; city’is quiet, 
with even Communists less noisy; store windows full of rare bargains, which job- 
less mesr eye longingly; a polite and gentle hush over all, “just like at a funeral.”

New York City would be just fine. For 

inatance, he can drop in at the I. L, D. 
hut on Twenty-third street, read gall the 
recent magazines, plgy contract, lounge on 
the $500 davenport donated for the pur- 
pose by some New York dame, in all the 
freedom and democracy of the old-time 
saloon, with never a monitor to remind him 
that he mustn't smoke, snooze or whisper, 
as in the usual unemployed hangout, the 
Public Library. But the devil of it that 10 
p. m. does roll around, and he and the 600 
of his kind have to brave the frosty air 
of Twenty-third street and find\a flop for 


[s a guy didn’t have to sleep and eat, 


_ the night. 


If he is fortunate enough to have 35 cents 
on him, he can eat for a week, for over on 
Third avenue Bernarr Macfadden has a 
cafeteria where the items are priced at just 
1 cent each. Boiled eracked wheat, 
bread, prunes, butter, milk—in small por- 
tions, it is true; but properly spaced out 
over the day these five items, at 5 cents 
per day, will keep one from actually starv- 
ing. The second weck will not be so good, 
and the third might. mean final collapse, 
but eked out by the various soup kitchens 
and bread lines, it is possible to get by. 

And, if one simply can’t find a warm cel- 
lar grating, there is the cleared space on 
West street, where hundreds have dug in 
for the winter. The process is simple. Just 
a six-foot-by-six-foot excavation, say three 
feet deep, and a roof made of pieces of 
packing cases, old carpets, scraps of tar 
paper and oil-cloth, Having built such a 
kennel, one really should have a partner 
so that one will be on guard at all times, 
for there are lazy and violent persons who 
will invade such shelters and hold them 
against the rightful “owners” (if that is 
the right word). 
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‘ For an unemployed of scholarly tastes 
there are the countless free lectures—like 
Cooper Union, ad lib, For admission to a 
real first-class radical session, however, the 
fee runs from 25 cents to the $1.50 tickets 
for admission to the forensic events featur- 
ing the big shots in the liberal ard radical 
world, : 

But for One and all there is quiet. New 
York City is now almost like the Tulsa, 
Ok., of 1904, except for the rattle of the 
elevated, which rattles more every year. 
The noise, the throngs, the hullabaloo of 
yester-year are gone. Even the Commu- 
nists are less vocal. ‘ 

There was an important celebration Feb. 
22, nothing less than the 200th anniversary 
of George Washington's birthday. A parade 
had been arranged. Washington square 
was about one-tenth full of people, who 
waited quietly for the big event. A whole 
hour after the set time, the silk-tiled no- 
tables headed by Mayor Walker and Mr. 
Whalen emerged from one of the somber 
residences ‘on the north side of the square, 
the police band struck up a march, then 


played “My Country ’Tis of Thee” at which 


the people removed their hats—"“Star Span- 
gied Banner,” hats off again—and then the 
cords were pulled and a flag unrolled under 
Washington Arch, 

The two movie cameras clicked, 20 press 


photographers charged forward for the silk- | 
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hatted lineup, the parade started north on 
Fifth avenue—and the people dispersed. 

There was not a single laugh, shout or 
cheer from the people. Even the children 
were hushed. The vendors of “souvenirs,” 
badges, canes, pennons and rubber balloons 
found no customers. The buildings dis- 
played no decorations. Atop the buildings 
of the University of New York only the cus- 
tomary flags flew. But the day was lovely 
and people in small numbers were out. 
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With an unnicked 10-cent piece, one may 
ride ever so far to Coney Island, where on 
a pleasant winter Sunday afternoon the 
enormous board walk will be jammed with 
people. Only the hot-dog ahd popcorn 
stands are open, and the infernal summer 
jangle is still A whole afternoon shot 
right pleasantly at the expense of only a 
dime—what could be finer! 

One hundred thousand families. have 
registered with the Gibson Committee as 
being in dire want. Their names are care- 
fully card-recorded, which is as much as 
the committee cam do at present, there 
being no funds. But one sees few that can 
be identified as unemployed. Show win- 
dows are filled with merchandise offered 
at outrageously low prices, while little knots 
of men gather, eye the nifty suits and coats 
longingly and pass on. Nationally known 
institutions advertise ‘“‘receiv®’s sale,”’ but 
who.cares! 

Unemployed apples are just @ mem-or-ee, 
Nobody feels sorry for the unemployed. 
Everybody is too busy feeling sorry for 
himself. Noted college professor, scion of 
one of America’s ruling families, declares 
to audience of. 12,000 people that “capital- 
ist system must go.’ Nobody cares. The 
Times reports it as a matter of course. Uni- 
versity professors openly profess Commu- 
nism. .Nobody cares. Thousands of gradu- 
ate engineers offer their services, some- 


times as low as $1 a month—nobody cares. - 


Yep, NYC is a great place for an unem- 
ployed. With industry slackening, and 
slackening more, his numbers increase. He 
doesn't feel lonesome, or outcast, there are 
so many of him. And everybody is polite 
and gentle to everybody, and hushed, just 
like at a funeral, There are “shelters” and 
“huts” and “clubs” galore, all free, Protest- 
ant, Catholic,‘ Tammany, Socialist, I. W. W., 
Communist, Salvation Army and what not, 
in which he may while the idle hours away 
amid ennobling books and lectures, and 
may contemplate his soul’s salvation or 
play pinochle. What goes on inside of him 
nobody knows. What does it do to” the 
millions of- unwanted workers to have it 
borne in upon them every waking moment 
how totally unnecessary they are to the 
scheme of things?

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End of a Superman Legend 


William Philip Simms, Scripps-Howard Foreign 
Editor, in the New York World-Telegram, 


T «x cult of the Japanese superman has 


exploded. The balloon was pricked by 

a handful of ragged, poorly equipped 
Chinese soldiers at Shanghai. For which 
every true friend of Japan should be glad, 
for the superman cult was as dangerous for 
Japan as it was for the world. 

Ever since little David Nippon licked Go- 
liath Russia in 1905, the average man in 
the street has attributed almost superhuman 
powers to “the little brown men,” as the 
world loves to call them. Now, apparently, 
to the public’s utter amazement, “the little 
brown imen” have been exposed not as 
supermen at all, but just regular folks, no 
better and no worse than the Tommies and 
the doughboys of other countries. 

When John Chinaman rose up out of his 
trenches and shell holes and peppered away 
with his second-hand’ rifles and machine 
guns at the Japanese landing parties, said 
landing parties beat a hasty retreat and 
yelled biasphemously for more support 
from their artillery, which is exactly what 
any other soldiers would do, 

In fact, the only amazing thing about the 
whole Shanghai exploit has been the cour- 
age and tenacity of the handicapped Chinese 
defenders. Bombed from the air, machine- 
gunncJ from allwides, bombarded by more 
than 30.-warships steaming back and forth 
in the Yangtze, they rose up out of the mud- 
flats and drove back assault after assault, 

The Japanese superman cult was built on 
a misunderstanding.

UPTON CLOSE FAVORS 
BOYCOTT OF JAPAN 


Otherwise, Author Says U. S. 
Must Engage in Costly 
Armament Race, 


The United States must choose 
between enforcing respect for’ the 
machinery of peace in the Orient 
now or engage in a costly arma- 
ment competition with Japan later. 
Upton Close, author of “The Re- 
volt of Asia,” said yesterday at Ho- 
tel Chase before his lecture on the 
Chinese-Japanese situation before 
the Junior League. 

Close, who wants the United 
States to join in an economic boy- 
cott of Japan until it refers its dis- 
pute with China to the Interna- 
tional Court, said that such a boy- 
cott would cause rebellion in Japan 
within two weeks, — 

“Fhe Japanese people, many of 
whom are liberals opposed to the 
military oligarchy now running 
that country, would revolt and: da- 
mand rice,” Close said. “The 
troops would have to return from 
China to put down the rice riots 
just as they did in 1919 and the 
Japanese Emperor would be com- 
pelled to assert himself and put an 
end to the strife.” 

Investigated Japanese Invasion. 

Close, whose real name {f& Josef 
Washington Hall and who served 
as an investigating officer for the 
United States Government during 
the Japanese invasion of Shantung 
in 1916-19, left Manchuri. last No- 
vember on his present lecture tour. 
‘No matter what the outcome of 
the present controversy,” Close 
said, “the United States is bound to 
be involved. If we refuse to join 
the other nations in a combination 
to insure that international agree- 
ments be respected, we must rely 
on force. That means a big navy 
and a heavy cost to the taxpayers 
for a long time. It would: involve 
armament races with Japan, Rus- 
sia, and even England.” 

Unless the United States should 
aid in enforcing international! 
agreements, he said, there would 
be nothing for China to do but to 
turn to Russia for aid, resulting 
eventually in a contest between the 
United States and a powerful Com- 
munistic force in the Orient. 

“It is important to bear in mind 
that this clash of Asiatic nations 
is but an episode irf a battle for the 
dominance of the Pacific—a strug- 
gle which may force us to give up 
the Philippines unless we keep in 
close touch with developments,” 
Close declared. ‘‘More clashes are 


to aid in seeing ,.that the tations 
maintain good faith. “We must 
sudrd against the Soviet influence 
and take part in shaping the Asi- 
atic countries so that their devel- 
opment will be a credit instead of 
a deterrent to international civili- 
zation. The present doctrine of 
‘might is right’ as practiced’ by 
Japan \is a poor foundation for a 
hew era in the Pacific.” 

Close said the present Japanese 
attitude was part of a 20-year plan 
to win the dominance of the Pa- 
cific. Japan is obligated to pre- 
sent its disputes to the Interna- 
tional Court rather than employ 
the present “strong-arm stuff,” he 
asserted. 

A strong liberal party in Japan, 
he said, opposed the activities of 
the military clique which® decided 
to use force in Manchuria instead 
of arbitrating the country’s contro- 
versy with China. 

How Oriental Mind Works. 

“The economic boycott is the 
cheapest and most definite way out 
for our nation,” Close said, “and 
it is our fixed policy to express be- 
lief in the binding quality of in- 
ternational agreements whether we 
belong to the League of Nations or 
not. : 

“An economic embargo is the 
only thing which would frighten 
Japan, because Japan practices 
realistic diplomacy. It pays no at- 
tention to notes. And every time 
we say, “Please don't use the in- 
ternational concession as a military 
base,” it goes right ahead and does 
it, reasoning in Oriental fashion 
that we really mean it to do so, 
since we fail to enforce our request 
although we have forces present 
to do so. That’s the Oriental way 
of thinking. 

"Of course, if we join an inter- 
national boycott against Japan we 
take the risk that Japan will go 
to war with us. But we take that 
risk anyway. If < Japan continues 
to disregard international obliga- 
tions and its military party grows 
more powerfyl we may be sure that 
eventually war will come.”

Anaphylaxis 


HE term prophylaxis is coin- 

mon to our every day language. 

It means defending or protect- 
ing against disease. 

Anaphylaxis, however, is a term 
confined to medical usage. ‘Its 
meaning is the opposite of prophy- 
laxis. 

There are certain reactions ifn 
the body which under certain cir- 
cumstances favor its interests and 
under other circumstances pro-+ 
duce injurious results. Anaphylac- 
tic reactions belong to this latter 
group. 

To make this matter clear con- 
sider, for example, but only by way 
of illustration, the reflex action of 
scratching. 

If some portion of the body titch- 
es it will be scratched, even if the 
person is asleep. 

This reflex action is useful; an 
hence may be called prophylactic; 
when the itch is caused by, say, 
an insect, for the action will drive 
the insect away. 

If, however, the itch is due to 
ringworm, or to eczema, then the 
scratching will in no way remove 
the injuring agent, but will, on the 
contrary, either spread the disease 
or further injure the affected part. 

Such a result might be a consid- 
ered anaphylactic in nature. 

True anaphylactic reactions are 
the result of the chemical response 
of the body cells to agents to 
which they have become sensitized. 

Experimentally this type of re- 
action was observed as far back as 
the middle of the last century. 

It is only comparatively recently 
that its connection with asthma, 
bronchitis, hay fever, urticaria, and 
other similar conditions came to be 
appreciated. 

While much remains to be known 
about the mechanisms involved in 
these disease conditions, they are 
known to be due in part at least 
to the body’s sensitization to for- 
eign substances, mainly of a pro- 
tein nature. 

This knowledge is applied hoth 
in the diagnosis and treatment of 
the diseases mentioned.
